THE STRAIGHTZOF IT.

A few woeeks ago, we made men-
tion of a killing taking place on the
Pennsca, wherein one Terrell lost his
life, at the hands of A. C. MeDonald.
The reports at that time were so
meagre, that, to do parties justice in
that country, we think it but right to
publish the following facts, althougrh
rather late in the day:

Urrrr Pesasco, Aug. I8, 1881
Edilor Golden Era:

In justice to Mr. A. C. McDonald,
who comes among us highly recom-
mended  as o respeetable, fionorahle
and law-abiding citizen, I deem it
proper to give a correct account of
the killing (that Mr. McDonald was
forced to do after his advent to this
section of county), as obtained from
the evidence given at the coroner’s
inquest.

I Mr. MeDonald's arrival to this
|mrt of the country he had among
iis employees Messrs, Terrell, Pierce
and Boen. Soon after the Sutton-
Nixon-Booth trouble, Mrs. Nick
Booth offered their ranch for sale.
Mr. MeDonald purchased the same.
While making  armngements  to
move, Mr. Terrell Lad occasion to
stop over night at the ranch (albout
the 28k nltimo.) before Mrs. Booth
left. The next morning after Mr,
Terrell left, Mrs, Booth went 1o our
efficient deputy sheriff, Capt. Wilk-
erson, very much excited, and told
him that ghe had been robbed; that
Terrell had stolen her money; she
wae satished that no one else could
havo g'ut.tr‘.n the same, as she was
standing in the door counting her
money the evening before. When
Torrell rode up to the house, got
down and ecome in, she carelessly
dropped the money it the machine
drawer, that was standing by the
door, and never looked for it until
after Torrall left.  Capt. Wilkerson
told her that he could not search
him without a warrant, but would
use every effort in his power to find
ont if he had the money,  She went
to MeDonald with the same tale,
Mr, MeDonald went to Capt., Wilk-
erson. to oo what conld ba done,
saving that he hated very much to
think that he had in his employ a
man that would stoop so low as to
roh a woman.  They agread *upon a
plan whereby Terrell was to be
searched, in case ha was willing;

| should he not be willing, this would

bee evidence that he was guilty. Mr.
MeDonndd was to discharge hin that
afternoon o as to give him tine to
get the money shonld he have it hid,
and then they wonld g0 to him next
mopning  and  tell him  what  the
woman charged him with and  what
shin wanted done.  Terrell seemed
very much excited, but was willing
to be searched.  The money was not
found. Mr. MeDonald told  him,
that had the money been found in
his pusm:lsiun, he wonld have done
all in his power to have sent him to
the penitentinry, “Now,” says Me,
MeDonald, “you have the same right
to have the woman searched and see
if she has in her pm:.m;ainn the kind
of money and amount she claims to
have lost. We are strangers here,
and if she i3 found with the money
cho elaims to have lost, it will vindi-
cate you and show the people here
that you have been aecused  wrong-
fully.”

This Mr. Turrell concluded 1o
have done, MeDonald went to his
pow  eamp, in the 12-Mile Canon,
Next morning (about the 3=t ulti-
mo.) while riding down' the road he
monts Messrs, Booth, Terrell, Boen
and Pierce, Terrell stopped; M-
Deonald asked him how he came ont
in having the woman searchad. Ter-
rell said: “I have not had the woman
searched, I have concluded to drop
it, believing it to e a job putup hy
you and others to get me in trouble.
The woman says she never aceused
me of taking hor money and never
told Capt. Wilkerson and you that
she wanted me arrested,”  MceDon-
ald saya: “she certainly will not tell
me that she never toll Wilkerson
and me that you had stolen her mon-
ey and she wanted yon searched.
I"will go and ask her before you and
see what she says” They went;
MeDonald akked her: “Did you not
accuse Torrell of stealing your mon-
ey, and ask Capt. Wilkerson and
myself to have him searched?”  She
saids S1 did.*MeDaonald said: “Now,
you see, 1 have not lied, but told the
truth.”

After this Mr. Boen told MeDaon-
ald that he wanted to see him, they
went off some distance from the
wagon and sat down on the ground,
Boon taking a seat to Mel's right,
After passing a few words, Bowen
il Y on hwve boon talking abond
el “What have T o=aid?”

Quick as lightning he threw down
on Peiree, saying: “Iold on, Charlie,
1 don’t want to hurt you hut you
ghall not hurt me.” At this MeDon
ald made Peirce and Boen loy down
their pistols and walk down the road
with him until he knew they couli
not get back and shoot him, as he
rode away.

MeDonald won! and surrendered
to deputy shoriff Wilkerson and de-
manded a trinl.  The coroner's jury
fonnd n verdict of justifiablo homi-
eide and the prisoner was honorahly
discharged.
